Unjust Criticism of the Farmer. 


One of the leading-New York .newspapers is incensed be- 


cause the represenfativeyof a. farmers' organization in the 
presence" of fhe.Senate Corrimitte'e .on finance criticised the 
war revenue bill as not coming down heavily.enough on in- 
cpmes, aiid fhe paper goes on .to contend (hat the farmers are 


.'in"a poor position fo advocate such action, they themselves 


being so largely immune from fhe payment of income taxes. 


• ' The paper points out thai very few farmers pay an income 


tax.' This is true/and'there is'""i reason for it. 'Hie reason is 
.that few of them have incomes big enough to come under the 
provisions of .the tax law. 
It is true, as the paper says, that 


the fanners of the country are being greatly'benefitled by the 
high prices.they are getting.for .(heir produce, but that the 
conditions are.nof'making them suddenly.ricrHs attested by 


;'the fact, 'called.-to.attention by the. publication in.question, 
that there are.more preachers .and teachersxpaying .income 
taxes than there-are farmers. .As no'farmer having an income 
large enough.to'be taxed;is overlooked it appears plain that, 
so far as income is concerned, preaching and teaching are 
more profitable fhan agriculture., 
, 


.There .is a prevalent notion that because prices for all food 


articles are high the farmer's of the country are rapidly getting1 


rich, but such is far from the case. The cost of farm labor .was 
never before so high, and such labor difficult to obtain at any 
'price, for which .reason many farmers suffer losses for which 
they.are not to blame.'.. .For everything they buy they have to 
pay the same high prices that other people do, and while most 
.of them are doing very well; when'allthe conditions are con- 
sidered, in very few cases are their profits such.as to command 
the attention of the income tax gatherer. 


f o say, as the paper in question does, lhaf fhe farmer is not 


bearing his fair share of the lax burden is unjust. There is 
hardly any other class IJiat is taxed so near to.the limit as fhe 
farmers are. 
Their property lies in plain sight and is never 


overlooked by the assessors. 
While others are cutting cou- 


pons (hey arc culling hay and grain. All lhaf most of them 
have lies wide open fo view, in many cases they have to pay 
taxes on farms (hat are only partly paid for, and to say that 
they are not bearing their share of the lax burden is to do 
them a gross injustice. . 
-" 


The farmers are doing their besf to feed the country, its 


army and its Allies, and are succeeding Admirably. 
No one 


will claim .that patriotism is'the .only motive that prompts 
them'. They have an eye to business the same as oilier men, 
but they have to work hard for what they get. The fact thai 
so few of them pay income taxes-'does not indicate that they 
•are tax evaders, but is proof that their incomes are, as a rule, 
exceedingly modest. 


One of the hardships of the farmer is to be criticised and 


•censured by speakers and writers who know practically noth- 
ing about his business. This has been his lot-from time im- 
memorial, and it is clear thai no relief for him-js in-sight-if 
what this New York paper has to say is^a fair sample of what 
is yet to come.
